General Man- 
ager E. Toale furnished the following 
information last night: 

“The loss will be between $50,000 and 
$75,000. It is practically covered by in- 
Surance, all of which is placed through 
J. V. H. Allen & Co., of Augusta. 

“The part of the plant which was 
burned is the sash and door factory and 
& number of lumber sheds. Our new 
and fully equipped factory on the east 
Bide of McKinne street. is not injured, 
and our main warehouse is saved. In 
addition, we have six milis outside of 
Augusta. AS you seé, our offices have 
not been touched by the flames, and our 
business will Be continued. We do not 
intend to shut down.” 

It is learned from R. EB. Allen that the 
exact amount of insurance on that part 
of the plant which was burned amounts 
to $66,700.

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CHANGE BOOKS 


Council Adopts Ordinance That 
Hoard Opposed 


CAUSED A LIVELY DEBATE 


Ordinance Prohibits the Board of 
Education From Making Any 
Change of Text Books in 
Pablic Schools Until 
Neat lear.

To prevent a change.of school books 
this year and thereby the chil- 
dren of the city from any extra ex- 
pense, the gmeneral council yesterday 
afternoon adopted an oreinance which 
had been introduced by Councilman 
Johnson, from the first ward. 

This action was taken after the 
board of education had sought to turn 
down the measure and after a very 
lively debate by members of council. 

Councilman Johnston, of the sixth 
ward, who is an ex-officio member of 
the board of education, m&de a very 
warm fight against the ordinance, but 
he was in the minority. 

The ordinance went firss to the com- 
mittee on ordinances and legislation, 
Which referred the paper to the 
board of education. The board sent 
the communication to the council, stat- 
ing that it did not think it advisable 
to adopt the ordinance as the contracts 
for books expired this year and it was 
well for the board to have the privi- 
lege of renewing them, 

Spoke for the Ordinance. 


Councilman Johnson moved the adop- 
tion of the ordinance ana in doing so he 
said: 

“I have introduced this ordinance be- 
Cause the school board is allowed to 
change the text-books once every five 
years and the term of five years ex- 
pires this year. The people are too 
poor to buy new books and if there is 
no change, second-hand books can be 
used or passed up in the family. If 
the board goes along and makes a 
change it cannot do so again for an- 
Other five years. This ordinance only 
defers a change of books for one 
year.”’ 

Councilman Harman moved as a sub- 
Stitute that the ordinance be referred 
to the committee on schools. This 
Was lost by the following votes: To re- 
fer: Quilllan, Key, Pomeroy, Han- 
cock, Johnston, Longino, Spratling, 
Harman, Wright—9. Not to refer: Cur- 
tis, Beutell, Pittman, Baskin, Johnson 
Mangum, Harrison, Pearce, Smith, Sty- 
ron, Winn—tI}. ¥e 

Alderman Quiflian moved to rerefer 
to the ordinance committee and that 
motfon was lost by the same vote as 
that on the first motion to refer.

Before council adjourned, Councilmen 
Johnston and oLngino stated they had 
been informed by the city attorney that 
under the rules of council there could 
be no reconsideration of such a meas- 
ure at a subsequent meeting and they 
therefore asked leave to have their 
vote recorded as against the ordinance. 
A vote was taken and the chair an- 
noun¢ ed that such leave had been 
Ziven, but several members objected, 
and claimed that no such Privilege 
could be granted unless it wags unani- 
mous. The chair did not rule On ‘this 
point.

Let it be whisky ring, Bud or 
what not. we do not believe that Geor- 
gia has reached the place in her in- 
dustrial progress where she can build 
a Chinese wall around her and Say to 
foreign capital, “you shall not operate 
railroads within my borders,” and it 
was with this belief that “Burton” has 
remained out of the Hoke Smith camp 
and is still a member of the “Bud” 


gang.
